The Tariff Qassliou Again. 



It would really seem to bo a roero 
■waste ot time to disouHS tbo tarifif quoB- 
tionor, indeed, uny other question with 
our local oonlemponuy ; for, instead of 
argnmoat wo are mot with ehuliling 
and niiaropresontatioD. For Instance, 
wo are charged with having said ' that 
the member for Victoria diatriothold that 
the Canadian Government weald concede, 
if aaked, the power to mahe oar own 
tariff,' Now, what wo did say was this: 
« The member for Victoria District held 
a very different view, claiming that tho 
, Canadian Govornraont would, if aalted, 

' concede the power to deal with our own 
tariff.' To tho cursory reader. tbQ. 'diff- 
erence between the two verbs we have 
pat in italics may. appear tu be trif • jg, 
but a little refleCion will show that it 
is vital. For instanso, the very resoln- 
tion olTored by the member lor Victoria 
District in the session before tho last, 
asked powor to deal with tariff qQeBtioDs, 
although it did not ask power to males 
onr own tariff. Last session tho mem- 
ber for Victoria Uiatriot joined tho senior 

' member for the oily is asking tho Cr-sa- 
dian Government to con ont to a c rtain 
reduction in the rate of duty on flour, 
grain, and spirits, with a view to retaioh 
ing our present tariff ao altereai^ • Lord 
XiiBgar said in effect that, the Terms 
being in the nature of a Treaty, no 
change could bo made at that time, bat 
the question would bo a projor one for 
Parliament to consider after union. 
Subsequently it was promised U»ftt tho 
matter would be '-tid before Parliament, 
and Sir Franeia Hincka gavci it as his 
opinion that Parliament would bo dis- 
posed to give tho question favorable oon- 
Eidoration. That opinion, diplomatii 
cally given, may bo taken for what it is 
worth ; but we have no hesitation in say- 
ing that, alter tho hard airugglo experi-

Empire in North America, as tho follow- 
ing article frona one ot the moat inflU' 
ential nowapaperaot the Qomipion (the 
Toronto Telegraph) v>\\\ Ihow :— Tho 
British depeniiencioH oost the Mother 
Country abont §10,000,000 a year, and 
for that sum sho has ojinmard over a 
domain almosl, boondiewH in resourcos 
and national wealth. Tho lilngl sbmou, 
liiuhmeu and Scotchmen vrho inhabit 
and rule ttia ITpUod Kingdom have 
but a vague idna of tho extent of tho 
territory which they possesa on this 
continent alone. While they are 
crowded and penned up lo their island 
homob, and groaningiunder that hunger 
tor earth whioh lakes up every available 
foot of ground and leaves the poor man 
without heritage or tonuro, tew of them 
reflect that they havo a mighty but 
almost empty empire on this aide of the 
Atlantic whore land can be had for 
asking, and almost without money or 
price. In tlie eity of London, which 
covers an area' of seventy square milos, 
3,250,000 persons arc huddled togoihor, 
at least a million of whom are in abso- 
lute want, with a poor prospect of koop* 
:ng body and aoal togethor for the 
allotiod pei'.od of human exiatonce. Tho 
out of England contains a population 
of about 250 pornons to tho tquare mile 
— moredeobely packed than any other 
( luntry in tho wor'd, with tbo excep- 
tion of Belgium. Although relormera iu 
Government, r' 'igion and law, tho peo- 
ple I " Bng'-iud are rapidly opDSorvutivo 
iu the matt -• ot Hti wing at homo, and 
persist in tho notion that eating uu- 
loavenod b c ' in their own land i' 
sweeter than revelling In for eign floiih 
pots. The fc!:. iharo cosmopolita is ; 
tho Irish flee from the suspended habeas 
corpus in tbonBabds,'' but the English 
cling to the old rool-treo with the black 
wolf at the doo; until eheor exhaustion 
and the common instinct of self-preser- 
vation CDmpel thorn tJ sorrondor on- 
conditioually. It ia not patriotism, by 
any means, .^bXtjijOspifea this hungry 
devotion to their" native land, The 
Scotch love their country just as strong- 
ly, and tho Irish leave liooho's Point 
with tears iu their oycn, which reluao to 
be banished by uny bright thoughts of the 
El Dorado in the West, and which falls 
ovon in decades after their exodus. Tho 
Eagiishman'a tenacity in hugging bis 
country wbilo a corunor'a jury is sitting 
on his atarvod-to-doatb wife or family 
arises chiefly frcm bis belief that Eng- 
land i3 tbo groiitoat country the world 
oversaw, and that fho ia iinmuMj'-'ly the 
superior of any foroigu strand, With- 
out duiiyiig bis ttraL dogma, wo take 
strong excopiion to ilio soconi!. Sujiorior 
in puvver, iu trade and in wealih .sliouu* 
doubtedly is ; hut national trade and 
wealih do not pay th.i buicbor'a bill or 
givo the poor man accojimodatioo at tlie 
bokei'e. Tbey are the no^^le teaii- 
uioniais to tho character old credit of a 
ualion, bat lo most ol tho individual ole- 
montB of the nation, they aro little else 
nut vexation and vanity. Tba ininato 
of thfi oaftual ward is but linle cheered 
by the intormation that tbo suu aevor 
sets on the British empire ; the 
Wuu-taced Spiialiield^ weaver takes but 
small interest in tho gigantic oxprtrt rt- 
turne, and 'the mechanic wiib an 
empty cupboord, ia more inloi.t on the 
coniniissariut of his fiociul circle than o , 
tbc elliciency of tbo Briii.ib navy, or the 
bullion repoi td of tbo Bunk of England 
Hunger and palriotiom are not ineoiu- 
patible — aa ia evidenced by Ireland — but 
a sensible man is moPo apt to leave homo 
for bia atoiiiacb'n nuko lhan to liio in liiy 
diicli like i>. dog far the nako of having 
a yi-ave in ihn lar d of hia fafchorn.

I U*y« last returned to hero nftor a. loag, 
tedious and dlffionlttrip. I bRppeaed lo bav. 
B«t out in the worst stage of the season, haTing 
to oontand egalnst thawing »aow, which wa» 
rendered almost ImpRSsable by oontinuous 
raiuj, for two-thirds of the way, and on that 
part of tbo routo wliero iho snow had dis ap- 
peared iho down limber and uoderbrmh were 
go thick tbftt we bad to climb our wny through 
'tbem. From Bubine to Tatlab wa had no trail 
or blaie, bulMc Dewdncy., Uowevoo ba3 since 
biased the trail all tbo way from iho Forks 
to Tutiah, and Mr Woodcock has coraiuouced 
with ft large number of Indians and some 
Wbite men to cut and grade. So f*r as ho 
has gone he is making aneicoUont trail eight 
foet wlda which it fit to pack or sleigh over. 
The country is muoh better than Cariboo to 
make a trail through, as the ground is hard 
and feed for animals ia in abundance. 

Bill Moore has, with great diffloulty, suc- 
ceeded ia netting ibrough to Babine one trip 
•with his traiui It will start m;aia to-morrow 
on Iho second trip. In the menu lime Messrs 
Sterling i Smith are simding their goods 
forward as soon na possible. They havs sent 
./out in ihteo days over two huiidrod Indiins 
packed. Each Indian has taken mora than 
•.100;lb«I 80 that the iwo hundred havu taken 
abont 12 tons. They charge for packing to 
'Babine, a distance of about 50 miles. 10 cents 
per pound. If Messrs Sterling and Smith can 
lave their goods taken through in this way to 
T&tlah landing,— the junction of the two 
routes— cheaper than If they hare had them 
forwarded by ibe Qiiesnelle route, how much 
cheaper can goods be brought through by 
this way when pack trains can run over a 
good trail ? I lefi Qermansen Creek on the 
■■'13th of June, and up to that time about 700 
iVn6n have arrived on the Creok. I met on 
--aiT way bore about 100 mora going in. I 
•^hink'thera arenow about 900 in the diggings. 
"Owing to the high stage ot water no mining 
has been done in the crock. Tito or Ihree 
bench claims were being worked and others 
vera prospecting. The creek was staked off 
for some 12 miles. Somo litigation having 
begun, and a good deal more was expected 
by Representing Day ySlh of June,. Judga 
O'Reilly had arrived, some days before I got 
theroj by tbo Salmon river route. The Fir*

nles aro situated some ten miles apart j 
first near the lower end of the creek, and me 
second about the sime distance abovo. Before 
the freshet set in the First Uisoovary Oo had 
been making from $56 to SOD per day to the 
hand. Tbo Second or Upper Discuvury hare 
been taking out on an average 70 oza per 
day to Ibreo men shovelling, there are, bow, 
ever Bve men in the company. Tbo ground 
between these two points, ao far as it had 
been prospected, gave highly satisfactory re- 
saUs, so thai the Impression is that the 
Creek will pay well for that distance j and it 
thought by many that it will pay for over 26 
miles. Howerer, outeido of what has boon 
aotaally tested, all speculation as to future 
results is only'surmiso, as nothing whatever 
canbsdohe towards prospecting until the 
water goes down, which will be late in 7uly. 

Bverything in shape of supplies on the 
Greek was naroe and dear. Flour was rotaiN 
inialop? dollar per pound, btcon $1 iO, 
inntr $1 '66, and tea $3. Uming tools could 
hot be had at any price. On my way out I 
met tha first pack train between Tatlab and 
Omineoa river, so that by this lioje things are 
more plentiful ;^nd prices: lower. . The- miners 
•oming in had nearly a month's or six weeks 
supply with tbem It is thought, however, that 
nearly 200:imon will havo to leave for want of 
means to stop, But up to the 13th none h.-.d 
gone ont and all had confidence in the place. 

I shall leave here to-menow on my second 
trip and will return in two weeks. I can now 
make two trips per month owing to the botier 
nnte of the trails and knowing tbo mottnlainH. 
W."ia the trail Js cut I will bo able to make 
three trips a month from here, as I will use a 
horse. Mr John Quagliottl has arrived by the 
Giacomo Portage with the machinery for a 
saw mill but tbo timber in the moHntaina 
around Uermansen Creek is small, burnt and 
unfit for saw loga. Ho can, however, raft 
hia tioiber down tbo Oiu'nooa river. 

Tbo Forks of the Skoen-* will, 1 think, soon 
beoomo quits a place. Thero is now three 
business Louses here, Messrs Cunningham A 
Hankin, K ' Woodcock and Uessrs Farron 
Mitchell. There is ,no doubt bnt the 
Skeeto'a'wlUbe'tbtrottte of supplies to the 
dmineca ooantry. The miners to a man are 
of that opinion. For Inslauca. flour is now 
letlingftlTatlah landing for $35 '^'^ 100 Ibi, 
and bacon 7 blis T;1 lb. Murebants say they 
■annotsoU it for less in consequence of high 
i eights. Flour can be bought here, only 70 
miles from Tatlab and n good country to make 
a trail over, at ?7 'b* 

Arivor steamer can run up the Skeena to the

water it is only about C inobes deep. 

Tho portage is balwceo S}^ and 4 mlleB 
across and not at all difliouli, as we got our 
boat ond~8i»'oano9B'-bver in i»,day and a 
half. ' 

Tha Summit Lako wns frozen over and 
wo had to wait till th^i 13ih before we could 
leave. Alter crossing the Joko wo went 
down Gtooked River 20 or 25 miles. Just 
imagloo a stream the siza of the Bcnapai'tu, 
five times as rapid and ten timea as crooked, 
and jon baie some idea of Orodked Bivor. 
However we all got down safe, nod alter go« 
ing down several rivers and crosaing four 
or five lakes, got to Foaoe Rivor— or Par- 
snip Rivor as it is now oalled — on ibe 13 
at 9 o'clock a m. We arrived al the mouth 
of Fiodlay tUver at 9 a m next day; got to 
tbo moutb of Ihe Omineoa on the ITib at 
11^ o'ojoeic; . ADd -arrived at the landing 
above OarrndDseD Oieek O.D tbe .2;id early in 
tho aflernoon. After We got' Into 'lue Omi- 
neoa wo woro detained aboiit"a day^^n bo» 
count of tho rain. 

From iha mouth of tba Omineca to tho 
landing ia called 60 miles, tba lower 50 ol 
wbiob is very bad water being nothing but 
a snooessioo of rapids and riffles. At one 
place we had to make a pottoge of the boats 
ond traps lor about 150 leet. 

Tbo oBrliosl srrivals by the Skeena route 
were lour days ahead of ns, but as Ibero 
wero ouly abtut n dozju and they had no 
povieioua but what they paokaJ oo thcii 
baoks, tbey badn't mnob lo boiist of. Thoro 
ware a^out 70 of us got in by t e Liltlo 
Sulmifi' ronioi with about two or ibruo 
mouths' provieions for each man. Our aufu 
01 rival rather astonished the naiivos as lhay 
were not aware ol any comi.ig that way. 

The supply ol provisiooB was rather ainuli 
when we got bete and lbs prices very higii. 
Flour $1 per poind, sugar $1 50, bacon 81 
50, (there was none of tba latter until our 
arrival)^ tea S2 50, yeast powders SI 25, and 
so on with tho rest ol things. 

Qetmanson Creek aamee near Icing a 
young river at the presout time. I should 
jndfio it ia about the sizo of Quequollu C eek, 
baok ot Port Hope. Wo aie locutjd at ilio 
moutb of the seoond osfnn, about 7 or 8 
miles np'tbe oreek, having; bougbt into some 
claims and takin up other* ; but it will ' be 
two months before we will laka out muoh 
pay, if any, as we all have lo wait till the 
water goes down to enable ub to work tbo 
bod ol tha creek. 

Tha Puyna Uo has been taking out good 
pay this spring, also two companies about 6 
miles above n?, and a few oth^r men ate 
making a little, bnt a lorga ranjority are 
doing nothing. I hava'l much of an opinion 
of the oreek at preeeni ss tho diggings are 
not vary lasting and ibo season ia ao shorl, 
hot tha general impreaaion is there ore 
batte oreekH somewhero in this part ol 
the oouniry. There is a good deal of pros- 
peoting Koiog oo and eomething ought to be 
found this summer.
